GENERAL NEWS. 


The Winnipeg and Great Northern rail- 
way company is applying for an extension of 
time for the completion of the railway. 

James Duncan, of Dominion City, Mani- 
toba, recently marketed 500 pounds of 
home produced honey in Emerson. Sixty- 
five hives of bees produced 2,800 pounds of 
honey, an increase of 800 pounds over last 
year. 


The Montreal Trade Bulletin mentions 
that several lots of last year's butter have 
been sold in Montreal at lic. to 16c. The 
butter had been kept over season in refrigat- 
ore. Had it been kept in the ordinary way 
it would not have been fit for anything but 
grease. 

The Northern Pacific railroad company 
hes issued a new freight tariff from Pacific 
coast points to Kootenay, British Columbia, 
which goes into effect at once. It makes 
reductions to Robson, Nakusp, Trail and 
Waneta, but the principal feature of it is 
that it pute Victoria on anequal footing 
with Vancouver and Tacoma. Formerly 
the rates from Tacoma and Vancou er were 
ten cents per hundred weight less than from 
Victoria. 

According to a press report, a shipment of 
apples was made recently from Grimsby, 
Ont., to Sydney, Australia. The board of 
control of the Untario Fruit Experiment 
stations, through the secretary, is making 
this experiment in the hope that it may be 
the means of opening up a good market for 
Ontario apples in Australia. Australia 
produces apples abundantly, but their crop 
comes in during our winter season, and at 
this season of the year they are out of apples. 


The Montreal Trade Bulletin reports a 
boom in butter in England and that the 
make of the Eastern Canada creameries for 
the season has nearly all gone forward. Also 
that buyers are now looking around for 
dairy butter. Butter has advanced 2c. a 
pound in Montreal within two weeks.

MARKETS. 


Wheat is coming to mill freely and is 
bringing 3c. to 52c. for milling qualities, 
and 25c. to 35c, for feed. Deliveries of oats 
have searcely commenced yet. The price 
generally paid is 20c. for local use. The 
export price can scarcely be said to be fixed 
yet, but it seems likely to be about 20c., 
which is as good as at this time last year. 
Scarcely any barley is offering. The quality 
is generally under the mark and the price 
20c. for feed. Potatoes are not in demand 
and are about 2c. Beef is abundant and 
of excellent quality at a low price. A good 
beef steer is worth about $25. A few dress. 
ed hogs are being offered. Live hogs are in 
good demand. C. Gallagher, and the Ed- 
monton Pork Packing Company, will pack 
all they can buy, and the Calgary packing 
company is also in the market for live hogs, 
so that prices are likely tobe good. At 
present 3c. to 4c. live weight is being 
offered. Mutton is plentiful at 6c. Chickens 
are beginning to come in. They are 50c. a 
pair or 8c. to 12c. a pound. Butter is still 
15c. to 20c., some dairy butter bringing the 
same price as that made at the creamery. 
There is more butter in farmers hands than 
is usual at this season owing to the low 

rice and poor demand during the summer. 
t mm pretty safe to say that only 
good butter has been held, as it 
was considered useless to try to fsell any- 
thing but a first class article. From present 
indications, although prices may not rise, 
there is every indication that the stock on 
hand will find a market before spring, and 
there may even be a rise in price. Eggs 
are already moving up to winter prices, 
having already reached 25c. There is no 
large stock on hand. Hay is plentiful at 
#45 ton and the quality is generally very 
good.
